You said in your email that Continental/HII’s security measures are adequate and do comply with 
those dictated by the Navy. But to ensure I do not write anything inaccurate in my story, could you 
please tell me how that could be the case when there are no security patrol boats accompanying 
ships in the San Diego yard, and NAVSEA Standard Item 009-72 requires there be one patrol boat 
for every three ships? 

For accuracy, I'm attaching photos showing no patrol boats were present at Continental Maritime 
during my last three outings in San Diego Bay on Sept. 6, Oct. 24 and Nov. 6. 

If I am misinterpreting 009-72 or simply missing something, please let me know so I can include it 
in the story. And if there is any additional information or context I'm not considering, please also 
include that.
